_ Tt is a common method of com¬ 
mencing addresses of this nature 
with an apology for short comiijgs 
and imperfections, I will not 
weary your patience with lamen¬

Hlint. TheBje- 'pioneers w #0 from' 
the town of Andover, Mass., and 
the date of.their immigration was 
1784. T^hey had martied four sis¬ 
ters in that place and then to-gelh- 
er journeyed to this place to found 
now homes and to rear their child¬ 
ren. 

Abner Holt settled on the farm 
now owned by P. E. Bean, more 
familiarly known as the Stephen 
Cumhalngs place.

Children 
wore born and. order- grew out of' 
chaos. In 1788 ' the ’place had 
grown until thopCdpl'c' Conblurfod 
thothno had como/lo .'issumo the 
importance of plantation honors. 


In that year it was surveyed by 
Samuel Titcomb and a plantation 
was organized. The first mill was 
built in the south western part of 
the town and several new build¬ 
ings wera erected, among w’hich 
was a school house which served 
as,a church and a town house as 
well. In 1800 the population had 
increased to sixty-nine people, 
among whom was a reasonable 
amount of prosperity as measured*^ 
by the standard of those primitive 
days. Ail’ihfese years the place 
was known as the Oxford Planta¬ 
tion, but now thk inhabitants felt 
that the time was ripe to cast off 
the swaddling cldthes of a planta¬ 
tion and don the toga of a town. 
Some of the timid ones were fear¬ 
ful of so bold a step and it re¬ 
quired fully,, two years of agitation 
before the matter took definite 
form. 

In the year 1802, a plantation 
meeting was held at the residence 
of Abner Holt and after due dis¬ 
cussion it was voted to petition 
the Honorable Senate and House 
of Eepresentatives of Massachu¬ 
setts td he incorporated as a town. 
This petition set forth.the advan¬ 
tages of 'a town organization, and 
requested that the praj'er be grant¬ 
ed that the new town should be 
known by the name of Oxford 
At that time we y^ere a portion of 
Massachusetts and the plantation 
was in the county of York. For 
some reason or other this petition 
was refuBed,"as*;ithe name of Ox¬ 
ford was not satisfactory to the 
parent authorities. 

Another plantation meeting 
was then called a,nd after a some¬ 
what heated argument, it was de¬ 
cided to send the following peti¬ 
tion to the General Court of Massa¬ 
chusetts: 

“To the Honorable the Senate 
and the House of Eepresentatives 
of the Commonwealth of Massa¬ 
chusetts, holden in Boston, May 
1803. 

“We, the subscribers, having 
previously petitioned for the Plan- 
'tation of Oxfofd in Jtbe County of 
Yciirk 'to'‘be ihcbrpora’teff . into a 
iown by ihe name of Oxford, hav¬ 
ing sin'e'e been' informed yihat we 
could hot'be incorporated by that 
name, have at"a meeting of the in¬ 
habitants voted fo have it incorpo¬ 
rated by the riamel of Albany if 
your House thinks fit.^’

The above petition was at once 
granted. Just why the name of 
Oxford was refused is now dilficult 
to tell. At the plantation meet¬ 
ing in question, Ask Cummin'gs 
Suggested the naifae of Montgreen, 
but this was not adopted. We are 
also somewhat at a Joss to know 
Wh^ the nkme of Albany Was se¬ 
lected, but certainly none of the 
present generation have reason to 
regret the choice. The petition

On June 20 this act reached the 
Senate where it had two readings 
and then passed to be enacted. In 
this body it received the signature 
of David Cobb the president, and 
the same day was signed by Caleb 
Strong, Governor of the Common- 
v/ealth. The bill thus became a 
law and Albany entered upon its 
new career as a town. ^ 

Th'e'first town meeting in Al¬ 
bany was held September 19, 1803, 
in the school bouse, and Deacon 
Jonathan Holt was chosen modera¬ 
tor; Asa Cummings was elected 
town clerk and at the same meet¬ 
ing was chosen first selectman 
and assessor. As they did busi¬ 
ness very deliberately in those 
days, the meeting was adjourned 
until the next day when the mat¬ 
ter was settled and the business 
completed by the election of Jacob 
Chandler and James Enssell aS 
the other selectmen and assessors. 
Uriah Holt was elected • town 
treasurer, and the decision''was 
reached that the collection of taxes 
be let out to the lowest bidder. 
This oflice was captured by Ghas. 
Newell who at the same time was 
made constable. 

The list of three road surveyors 
was made up of Parsons Haskell, 
Captain Bani Haskell and Abner 
Holt. This did not finish the list 
of officers. Uriah Holt was chosen 
surveyor and measurer of boards, 
plank and lumber. Deacon Jona¬ 
than Holt and Jacob Chandler

were made fence viewers .while 
Joseph Holt was chosen to the im¬ 
portant post of tithing man. 
These officials were all sworn to 
the faithful performance of their 
duty and so far as we can learn 
they were diligent and true. At 
a later meeting held on the 15tb 
of November it was voted to raise 
the sum of $250 to defray-the ex¬ 
penses of incorporation and other 
necessary chargss. This complet¬ 
ed the organization of the towp, 
and from that time oh it continued 
the even tenor of its way. These 
early fathers were industrious arid 
frugal. They toiled early arid late 
and knew nothing of the laxuries 
of the present day. Their virtues 
were those of their' Anglo SaxOri 
ancestork'who had'rung the Magna 
Charta from King John on" the 
broad plains of ‘ EunnYriaeade 
Heath; Banded together by'the 
fraternal ties of a common'lot, 
they shared the joys arid the sor-^ 
rows of each other to a greater- ex¬ 
tent than their descendants of a 
later day. To emulate their Spar¬ 
tan virtues should be both a duty 
and a pleasure to us who to-day 
enjoy the institutions framed by 
their wisdom knd tempered by 
their piety.

Greatest Skill. 

SAYS ONE WHO KNOWS 

Seeking Treasure at a Depth of More 
Than 150 Feet. 

Diirlng the coming sumnier, accord¬ 
ing tp Dick Meyer, a deep-sea diver 
who arrived in Seattle yesterday morn¬ 
ing, an attempt will be niade to raise 
the Canadian Pacific Navigation Coin-. 
Rftny’s steamer Islander, lost 011 a re¬ 
turn trip from Lynn canal points to 
vancou'ver, B. 0., about two years ago," 
and in which disaster about fifty pas¬ 
sengers and members of the crew lost 
their lives. 

Many times reports have been given 
out to the effect that the vessel had 
been located at dllSerent places along 
the Alaskan coast, afterwards to be de¬ 
nied. Mr. ifgyers stated yesterday 
that last fall Capt. Henry French and 
an engineer sent out by the Navigation 
Company, after dragging the waters In 
the vicinity of the coast for two 
months, finally did locate the vessel in 
152 feet of water, three miles from 
Juneau. The find was made late in the 
fall, and, owing to the cold weather 
setting in he says no attempt was 
made to raise the vessel. 

He has been engaged by the English 
Marine Insurance Company to go to 
Juneau in August, and go down to the 
boat and exploit her position, with a 
view to raising her this summer. 

“I have been employed by the Ma¬ 
rine Insurance Company having the 
risk on the Canadian, Pacific Naviga¬ 
tion Company’s steamer Islander, 
which was lost while returning from 
Lynn Canal about two years ago, to 
dive and ascertain her position and 
aee if she can be raised,” said ■Mr. 
Meyer yesterday. “I will go up in 
August to Juneau, and some time dur¬ 
ing that month will go to the place 
where she is lying, about three miles 
from Juneau, and go down to make an 
Investigation. 

“There have been many reports 
about the locating of the vessel since 
she was lost. She was located last fall 
by Capt. Henry French and an engi¬ 
neer sent out by the company. They 
had been dragging for two months be¬ 
fore they made the find. She lies, in 
152 feet of water, and there is no 
doubt in my mind but that she can be 
brought to the surface, unless some¬ 
thing unusual Is present that I do not 
anticipate now. If this is the case then 
It is very probable that a number of 
the bodies of those lost with her will 
be reco 4 'ered, together with her Alas 
lean treasure. 

“Some people think that it is Impos 
slble to get a vessel lying In that 
depth of water, but that is incorrect. 
Nine years ago I made a dive for the 
British man-of-war Success at Mel 
bourne, Australia, in 18(J feet of water. 

I succeeded in locating her position, 
and she was raised. So It will be wth 
the Islander. 

"I have been engaged in (ieep-sea 
diving all my life, and have gone down 
to Vessels in all parts of the world, It 
is not possible for a diver to go to any 
depth, ns I learned while at work for 
the United States Government at Sa¬ 
moa. During the building of the coal¬ 
ing station I got into Water 205 feet 
deep, to my sorrow. I became par- 
aly-.!edj and when I reached the top I 
waa almost dead. It took me ten days 
to recover. However, there is no dan¬ 
ger In getting to where the Islander 
rests, and, as I say. If I live, I will go 
down to her in August. After I have 
seen hoW She rests then I will be able 
to report on sOine plan for her raising. 

“At the time the Islander went doWn 
she was a new boat, and therefore 
should he in good condition. Lying at 
her depth storms would not have any 
effect on her, and therefore if she is 
raised she will ho suitable for commis¬ 
sion again ns soon as she has been re¬ 
paired,”—Seattle PoSt-intelllgencef,

lett. These constitute the princi¬ 
pal industries that W'e ever have 
had in town. 

In matters of education the town 
started from one district and in¬ 
creased to ten. The new law of 
consolidation has reduced this 
number to seven and that numl)er 
of teachers are now emploj'ed in 
onr ungraded schools. Tne first 
male teacher was K. S. Hutchin¬ 
son and then came Parsons Has¬ 
kell, atid these educators received 
Che mnnifleaut sum of fifteen dol¬ 
lars per term. The first female 
teacher was Anna Bexru ajid her 
salary was three dollars per term. 
This would hardly be considered a 
fortune at the present day. 

Our forefathers were of a pihus 
nature. They early erected a 
church near the old school house 
where the first lowm meetings 
were lield, but this was moved at 
a,later day to Hunt’s Corner where 
meetings are still held. Until a 
recent date this church was under 
the old parish laws. In those 
early days a society w'as formed 
by the women of the town w’hich 
has since been merged into w’hat 
is known as the Ladies’ Circle. 
This organization is in a most 
flourishing condition and is a pil¬ 
lar of support to the church. 

Two literary clubs have also 
been formed- These are known as 
the Round Mountain and the 
Ladies’ Round Table both of which 
have an active, membership. 
Last, but not least, we hav'e Round 
Mountain Grange, Iso- 162. This 
order was organized a score of 
years ago and its membership in¬ 
cludes many of the best citizens 
of the town. It is still growing 
and distinctively raising the 
standard of our farming popula¬ 
tion.
